RECREATION GRANTS 

Recreation issue hits County Council chamber again

Mountain View County Council was presented 
with a draft policy for recreation and culture grants 
that would replace the Recreation Funding Policy 
and reflects the parameters approved by Council at 
the May 23 meeting. 

Council will address the issue at their council 
meeting in August as they wanted to give the mu¬ 
nicipalities a chance to look at the draft. 

When the County released its decision on rec¬ 
reation funding at the end of May, many local ur¬ 
ban centres were upset that their request to put 
the decision off for a month was voted down. 

Olds threatened the County with charging rural 
residents user-fees for their facilities and the Town 
of Didsbury considered a motion to suspend talks 
with the County. 


The Town of Didsbury seemed to like the deal, 
but Councillors were discouraged that many key 
issues such as duration of the deal, inflation and 
what numbers would be used in the calculation of 
the dollars. The County has tried to address these 
issues in the new draft. The draft policy will annu¬ 
ally increase the per capita rate by inflation using 
the Alberta Full Consumer Price Index as reported 
by Statistics Canada. That rate will be applied to 
by the most recent census numbers. 

"If we want to show that we are operating in 
good faith, the $28 should be adjusted for infla¬ 
tionary costs," said County Commissioner Harold 
Johnsrude. 

Council was presented with two different mod¬ 
els on how they would deal with the inflation is¬ 
sue. First the $28 per capita rate for the popula¬ 


tion increase would be adjusted with a further ad¬ 
justment for inflation, and the second model saw 
the $28 per capita rate adjusted to the population 
and applied to the new population with a five per 
cent maximum annual increase in the population 
for the first year and the remaining population in¬ 
crease for the second year. 

Councillor Dave Derksen said the second option 
would be best suited for the policy. 

"I don't like fudging with the $28 number. Rec¬ 
reation is going to cost the County more in the 
future so we may as well bite that apple." 

At the May Council meeting it was revealed that 
Didsbury, under the new policy would receive 
$67,004 for 2001 a decrease of $4,197. A grandfa¬ 
ther clause, however would keep Didsbury's 
amounts the same as their 2000 levels.

County Council said it has 
concerns about the province 
taking over the responsibil¬ 
ity for intensive livestock op¬ 
erations in Alberta and plan 
to discuss the issue in detail 
later this month. 

Council voted to postpone 
discussion for a month as 
they would like to find out 
how the public and other mu¬ 
nicipalities feel on the issue. 

The County has received 
much correspondence on the 
issue and Councillors plan on 
going over more literature in 
the coming weeks. 

Deputy Premier and Min¬ 
ister of Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development Shirley 
McClellan, announced the 
Government of Alberta will 
assume legislative responsi¬ 
bility for intensive livestock 
operations in Alberta. 

"A number of municipali¬ 
ties have concerns at large," 
said Reeve Ian Harvie adding 
that the County attended re¬ 
lated hearings and they were 


among the largest in the 
province. 

Harvie said the respective 
counties came up with many 
considerations but they are 
not evident in the report that 
was prepared by the Sustain¬ 
able Management of the Live¬ 
stock Industry in Alberta 
Committee. 

Recommendations from 
the provinces report include 
a provincial approval process 
for new and expanding 
I.L.O.s which will be admin¬ 
istered by the Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation Board. 

The province plans to im¬ 
plement technical standards. 


ongoing monitoring and en¬ 
forcement. 

Municipalities will no 
longer have any decision au¬ 
thority in respect to I.L.O.s 
but will have the opportunity 
to act as intervenors in 
NRBC hearings. 

Municipalities may desig¬ 
nate specific areas within 
their boundaries as suitable 
(or unsuitable) for I.L.O.s, 
however, such designation 
may be appealed by the 
NRCB. 

The Alberta Association of 
Municipal Districts and 
Counties is requesting mem¬ 
ber feedback on the issue.

Health Authority 5 needs assessment 


A health needs assessment 
identifies and measures the 
health status of a population of 
a Regional Health Authority. It 
examines the way health serv¬ 
ices are used, what health serv¬ 
ices are needed, and the ability 
of the region to respond to 
those needs. It also measures 
the various environmental and 
behavioral influences on health 
and wellbeing in communities 
and the region as a whole. It is 
an ongoing process that incor¬ 
porates a wide-range of infor¬ 
mation and analysis that can 
be used for a variety of pur¬ 
poses. (Health Needs Assess¬ 
ment: A Guide for Regional 
Health Authorities, 2000) 
Alberta Health and Wellness 
mandates that each health care 
region must conduct a Needs 
Assessment to gather existing 
information and new informa¬ 
tion on the health and health 
needs of their population. 
Health Authority 5 has con¬ 
tracted with howardresearch 
and Instructional Systems Inc. 
to conduct a needs assessment. 
A needs assessment will iden¬ 
tify and measure the health sta¬ 
tus of the people in HA5, ex¬ 
amine the way health services 
are used, what health services 
are needed, and the ability of 
the region to respond to those 


needs. The needs assessment 
will be an ongoing process that 
will be used to support the re¬ 
gion's planning process and for 
making decisions about pro¬ 
grams, services and resource 
allocation. 

Several approaches will be 
used to gather information 
from the public. 

Community workshops 
throughout the region will pro¬ 
vide opportunity for commu¬ 


nity participants to identify 
health needs and discuss health 
issues, concerns and recom¬ 
mendations. Random telephone 
survey and a mail-in/internet 
survey will be used to gather 
health attitude, behavior, and 
individual capacity and coping 
skills information on the gen¬ 
eral population. 

The needs assessment will 
begin in July and a final report 
is expected by November 2001.

County Council will 
support Didsbury 
Bush Buggy

Treasurer for the Didsbury and 
District Fire Authority wrote 
in a letter to the County that it 
was her understanding that 
"when the Rural Fire Author¬ 
ity was disbanded in 1999, a sig¬ 
nificant amount of money was 
turned over to the County." 

"These funds were intended 
for future capital purchases re¬ 
quired by the Didsbury and Dis¬ 
trict area." 

The rapid attack vehicle, 
which is designed to get to fires 
through rough terrain, would 
predominantly be used in the 
rural areas and only the 
County and not the Town of 
Didsbury has been approached 
for funds. 

The funds will come from the 
County's reserve for fire fight¬ 
ing equipment.

Driver hit 


A 25-year-old man who hit it pedestrian on an Olds 
street, breaking four of the victim's ribs, has been or¬ 
dered to lecture school students on the dangers of 
drunk driving. 

Blair Herbert Nisbet pleaded guilty earlier to a 
charge of impaired driving causing bodily harm. He 
was sentenced by Judge C. Daniel in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on July 23. 

The accused was driving in Olds at about 3:15 a.m. 
on August 27, 2000 when he clipped the victim with 
his truck's mirror, court heard. 

The victim was walking on the street just off the 
curb at the time. 

The accused had been in three bars prior to the 
accident, said Coombe. 

"People go to jail for this type of offence," Coombe 
said during Monday’s sentencing. 

Defence lawyer Brian Forestell called the accused a 
"valuable member of the community", submitting a 
number of letters to the court from colleagues and 
coworkers attesting to the accused's character. 

The accused said he regretted the accident, calling 
the incident "the biggest mistake I've ever made in my 
life." 

"It was stupid. I have no way of taking it back," 
said Nisbet. 

Judge Daniel said the accused's actions were unac¬ 
ceptable to the community. 

"On the night in question you were very drunk, 
Judge Daniel said. "This was no minor hit. We can be 
thankful nothing more serious occurred." 

The judge handed the accused a 10 month condi¬ 
tional sentence. 

Under the sentence, the accused was ordered to give 
three or more lectures on the dangers of drunk driv¬ 
ing, complete 200 hours of community service, abstain 
from drinking liquor, and attend alcohol abuse assess¬ 
ment. 

As well, Nisbet was placed on a 24 hour in-house 
curfew when not working, and prohibited from driv¬ 
ing for one year. 

Man threatened to burn down house 

A Sundre man who threatened to burn down a 
woman's house with her and her children inside will 
be sentenced in September. 

Mathew Lawrence Smith. 42, pleaded guilty in Dids¬ 
bury provincial court on Monday to a charge of utter¬ 
ing a threat, breech of probation, and failure to com¬ 
ply with a court order. 

The accused made the threat during an incident on 
April 21, Crown prosecutor George Coombe told Judge 
C. Daniel. He turned himself into police two days later. 

Smith was on probation at the time for assaulting 
the same victim, court heard. 

The judge ordered a presentence report prepared 
before Smith's Sept. 24 sentencing. 

Man crashed truck 

A 67-year-old man involved in a single-vehicle acci¬ 
dent near Didsbury last December has been fined. 

Walter Henry Swanson pleaded guilty to a charge 
of careless driving. 

The accused was at a Christmas party at the Moun¬ 
tain View County office on Dec. 20 prior to the acci¬ 
dent, prosecutor Coombe told Judge Daniel. 

After leaving the party, the accused went through 
a stop sign on a nearby highway, rolling his truck, 
Coombe said. 

The accused was hospitalized after the crash and 
about $10,000 damage was done to the vehicle. 

Swanson said the vehicle did not roll during the 
accident. Judge Daniel told the man "I'm so sorry to 
see you before these courts at age 67." 

The judge fined the accused $1,000. 

Man kicked down door 

A 34-year-old man, who kicked down a door at a 
Cremona-area home has been ordered to complete com¬ 
munity service hours. 

Dale Stewart pleaded guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court on July 30 to charges of being unlawfully in a 
dwelling house and breech of a court order. 

The accused went to a rural residence on April 7 at 
about 3:30 a m. and broke down the locked door, the 
crown prosecutor told Judge B. Frasier. The judge 
handed the accused a one-year sentence including pro¬ 
bation and ordered him to complete 50 hours of com¬ 
munity service.

County one step closer to hiring 
a communications person 


when the issue first arose. 

"Communications to our County residents was re¬ 
viewed during the Business Plan discussions," stated 
the County Agenda for the July 25 meeting. "The gen¬ 
eral feeling was that improvements could be made in 
this area and there are times when the "good news 
stories" are not communicated. The responsibility to 
improve communications rests with all County per¬ 
sonnel, Councillors and employees, but specialized 
assistance in this area will also be beneficial."

Solving the democratic deficit 


Canada and Alberta are languishing from a 
democratic deficit. On election day, politicians 
are servants of the people, and the taxpaying 
public is in charge. But the other 99.97? of the 
time, MPs and MLAs have an absolute monopoly 
on power. 

If MPs and MLAs do not respond to voter 
concerns about a particular issue, voters have 
to wait up to five years for the next election be¬ 
fore anything can be done to address that prob¬ 
lem. And when that election finally comes, many 
different issues will be vying for attention. So 
any particular issue (such as MP pensions, or 
real reform to the health care system) can be 
easily forgotten or ignored - especially by well- 
entrenched incumbents. MPs and MLAs are able 
to build and maintain a high profile in their 
ridings Most of them do not face serious chal¬ 
lenges to their re-election. During elections, de¬ 
bate on issues is often dominated by media elites 
and special interest groups; most voters just 
watch and listen. The people themselves have 
limited power to determine which issues are ap¬ 
propriate for discussion in the public arena. 

This is a spectator democracy, rather than a 
participant democracy. In a spectator democracy, 
taxpayers can observe what happens, but 99.97? 
of the time they have no direct say. Citizens can 
ask their politicians to do something, but politi¬ 
cians have the power to ignore voters for up to 
five years at a time. 

In today's spectator democracy, politics are 
mostly about personalities, not issues. This is 
partly because voters have no real or direct say 
on issues. Voters are limited to placing an "x" 
beside one candidate, unable to indicate what 
portion of the party platform they agree with, 
or disagree with. Voting choice is limited to a 
"blank cheque" endorsement of a party, without 
any means of expressing an opinion on impor¬ 


tant issues. 

In a spectator democracy, the government 
alone has the right to initiate a referendum on 
an important issue; citizens do not. Issues which 
are difficult or controversial tend to be avoided 
or ignored. Special interest groups often influ¬ 
ence politicians behind closed doors, without 
having to explain or justify their agendas to the 
public. 

The average voter is rather powerless, and 
responds by becoming apathetic and cynical. The 
Citizens Initiative Act would help to solve Al¬ 
berta's democratic deficit by giving voters the 
right to propose legislation and have it voted on 
in a non-binding referendum. Sponsored by MLA 
Tony Abbott, this Act gives Albertans the right 
to do what the government already has the right 
to do: hold a referendum in which citizens have 
a direct say on a specific issue. 

Citizens' initiative improves democracy by 
changing the focus of politics to issues rather 
than personalities. By increasing the individual 
voter's effectiveness, citizens' initiative decreases 
voter apathy and cynicism. Citizens' initiative 
enables the active participation of all voters in 
their democracy. It reduces the influence of spe¬ 
cial interest groups which lobby politicians be¬ 
hind closed doors. Citizens' initiative gives tax¬ 
payers the power to ensure that difficult and 
controversial issues cannot be avoided or ig¬ 
nored. It makes politicians more accountable and 
more responsive to taxpayer concerns. 

The Citizens Initiative Act (Bill 211) is a small 
step towards transforming Alberta from a spec¬ 
tator democracy to a participant democracy. If 
you want to increase accountability and open¬ 
ness in Alberta, tell your MLA to support Bill 
211 .

The protesters are the ones 
who are making the attempt to keep these politicians honest 
towards issues that need exposure. 

While the protesters should be afforded the above-mentioned 
rights, they too have certain responsibilities when it comes to 
the protests. In Canada there are laws and those laws should 
be respected. Let the protesters make their statements. Let 
them come in masses. But when the first car is overturned, let 
them be arrested. Give the protesters a chance but do not turn 
a blind eye to troublemakers. 

There is no doubt that there are those who will make the 
attempt to get television exposure by doing something that 
will put other people at risk to try to get media attention. 
They will go outside the boundaries of the law to make a point 
and have people see it. These are the people that police need to 
weed out in order to have a successful G-8 event. 

A balance needs to be struck. While we can worry about 
chaos arising from the event, we should be thinking about 
more than what is happening to our property. There are is¬ 
sues in the world that are more important.

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Albertans should be concerned with I.L.O. takeover 


Dear Editor, 

All Albertans should have 
very grave concerns with the 
current move by the Alberta 
Government to take the siting 
of Intensive Livestock Opera¬ 
tions (ILO) out of the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Municipalities and 
make it the sole mandate of the 
Alberta Government. Looking 
at the summary of both the 
written and oral presentations 
made to the Committee of the 
Sustainable Management of the 
Livestock Industry (Klapstein 
Committee), this is not repre¬ 
sentative of the majority of the 
presenters. 98 written and oral 
presenters took a position on 
land use being kept as a mu¬ 


nicipal responsibility. 93 of the 
98 (95%) recommended that 
land use approval for factory 
farms be kept in the control of 
municipalities, Only 5 (5%) 
said that factory-farm use 
should be taken over by the 
Alberta Government. Aston¬ 
ishingly, the Klapstein commit¬ 
tee went against 95'/} of the 
presenters and recommended 
that Municipalities and Coun¬ 
ties be stripped of their power. 

Alberta Agriculture Food 
and Rural Developments cur¬ 
rent role in the assessment of 
an ILO is to provide unbiased 
technical advice to the Pro¬ 
ducer, the Municipality and 
Subdivision and Development 


Appeal Board. Unfortunately, 
because of the Klein Govern¬ 
ment’s craving for “economic 
development,” Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture has shown itself to have 
a proven bias in favor of large 
intensive livestock develop¬ 
ments. We know of situations 
where Alberta Agriculture has 
withheld information from an 
Appeal Board, ignored relevant 
information in their analyses, 
downplayed negative informa¬ 
tion and actively promoted de¬ 
velopments which do not meet 
their own guidelines in the 
“Code of Practice for the Safe 
and Economic Handling of 
Animal Manures.” 

Although lip service is given 


to environmental and social 
sustainability, these consid¬ 
erations do not appear to be 
part of their analyses. Albert 
Klapstein has acknowledged in 
his committee’s report the 
overwhelming number of pres¬ 
entations; which identified 
this bias of Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture. 

Is it any wonder that rural 
Albertan’s are skeptical of the 
Provincial Government’s in¬ 
tentions? We believe that the 
Alberta Government truly 
plans to pave Alberta with In¬ 
tensive Livestock Feeding Op- 
erations-the larger the better- 
regardless of whether those of 
us living in rural Alberta want 


them as neighbors’ regardless of 
potential air, water, and soil con¬ 
tamination; regardless of 
whether either feed grain produc¬ 
tion or red meat markets can 
sustain them. The Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment is not well known for 
viable long-range planning - 
short-term gain for long-term 
pain. 

I urge Albertans to contact 
their MLA’s and Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment Officials. Tell them you 
oppose the Alberta business plan 
to strip Municipalities and Coun¬ 
ties of their right to approve of 
turn down factory farms.

The hundreds of thousands of persons demonstrating in the 
streets in Seattle, Gteborg, New York, Quebec, Prague and 
Genoa have been labeled “anti-globalization" protesters by the 
corporate controlled news media. 

But this label is misleading. 

It is not globalization per se that an increasing number of 
the world’s citizens are concerned about. It is raw capitalist 
globalization which spurns regulations, exploits workers and 
ignores concerns about the environment that is alarming. An 
ideology that views a tree cut down as more valuable than a 
tree standing is a threat to our planet’s ability to sustain life. 

What we are witnessing is alarm over the emergence of a 
new global order which amounts to a world dictatorship by a 
privileged corporate elite minority which does not provide for 
democratic institutions or public debate. Driven by the objec¬ 
tive of amassing ever greater wealth and power for themselves, 
this new global order meets behind closed doors with a view to 
limiting protection for workers, for human rights, and for the 
environment, while trying to appear charitable toward the 
world’s poor. 

Given today’s technology, globalization is a fact of life. Demo¬ 
cratically structured, globalization holds the potential to dra¬ 
matically reduce regional and economic disparities, provide 
acceptable standards of health care, and preserve a sustain¬ 
able environment throughout the world. While supra-national 
institutions such as the G-8, World Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund pay lip service to these goals, their actions 
speak louder than their words. 

The rich continue to get richer, while the poor get poorer. If 
their ideas are so great, why must they barricade themselves 
from the public and employ lethal force to bar common people 
from participating in the discussion over which direction glo¬ 
balization is to take?

Janet arrived 
safely back in Jos and found 
things in good condition in our 
house. 

Another couple that was 
supposed to be on our flight 
had flown into Lagos and 
caught an in-the-country flight 
up to Abuja the next day. 1 
went with the driver to get 
them from the airport. By 8:40 
at night our car was finally fin-

Sometimes one 
front tire would hydro-plane 
and the car would veer in that 
direction. It was scary. Thank 
God, we made it safely to Jos. 
I had the alignment checked 


the next day, and sure enough, 
the tires were towed in so that 
they were fighting against each 
other. The rain saved them from 
being completely ruined, but it 
made life difficult for us. 

One of the big jobs for us since 
we returned is moving the office 
from next door to the ‘Palace’ 
about fifty yards away. We’re still 
in the process. About a year and 
a half ago the ‘Palace’ blew up 
when the hot water heater ex¬ 
ploded. The insurance company 
here ‘fixed’ the place, but didn’t 
do a very nice job. So there are 
lots of things that need to be 
changed before we can actually 
move things in. As I said, we are 
in process. We hope to get things 
done before I leave on Wednes¬ 
day to travel down country for 
two weeks. We trust that things 
are going well for you.

Ryan Harty will have a major impact on the way people get 
around in the future. 

The Carstairs high school graduate, who has just recently re¬ 
ceived his Bachelor of Science degree in Mechanical Engineering 
from the University of Alberta, will be designing environmen¬ 
tally friendly cars for Honda in the United States later this year. 

And it is the right road for the 23-year-old. 

Harty recently finished the American Solar Challenge in which 
he was the project leader. The University of Alberta initiative 
included 180 members and it was Harty at the helm who brought 
the group together. Two years ago it looked like the project might 
go wayward but Harty, who was one of the only ones who stuck 
around from the original group, stayed to keep the project run¬ 
ning. 

In 1997 Harty was looking for something fun and environ¬ 
mentally friendly to do. It was his second year of university study 
and he had no luck the previous year finding an outlet for his 
passion. 

After seeing an advertisement on a university bulletin board 
advertising the project, Harty attended the inaugural meeting 
and quickly worked his way through the ranks to become one of 
the designers. 

Initially the car designed at the university did not qualify for the 
American Solar Challenge, but this was different and the U of A 
team put together a vehicle that was second after the qualifying 
process and was able race in across-United States event. 

In addition to being the Team Leader, Harty wanted to be di¬ 
rectly involved with the car, so he took his turn behind the wheel. 
/Although he didn’t drive the car during the American Solar Chal¬ 
lenge, he did race the car during the qualifiers. 

“It’s noisy, hot and there is someone shouting directions in your 
ear.” said Harty describing what it is like to control the one-person 
vehicle. Drivers are fitted with a cooling vest and are strapped into 
the vehicle, which travels in excess of 100 km an hour with a five- 
point safety harness. 

Racing a solar car is a feat that takes precise calculations and 
teamwork. In front of the solar car is a van that warns of obstacles 
such as potholes and corners and behind the car is another van 
which monitors how much power the car is generating through its 
solar panels and how much power is left in the car. The rear van 
also monitors where the sun is in the sky and tiny adjustments are 
made so the vehicle is moving at its most efficient. 

The calculations tell the team how far and how fast the car can 
go. 

Harty’s experience with the University of Alberta has put him 
on the cutting edge of vehicle design. Part of that experience came 
from his course-load and part of it came from putting together the 
solar car. 

“It’s pretty cool to know the work you have been doing for the 
past four years will be setting the pace for the future.

new job, will be working in Marysville, Ohio and will be designing 


Acuras.

Garbage on the road is one of the things that I hate 
most in all the world. I cannot comprehend the type of 
personality that would heave an empty milkshake carton 
and a KFC barrel out the car window, toss used Kleenex 
to the wind or drop dirty diapers on the hiway Sometimes 
we see bulging black garbage bags at the edges of our 
Country Roads and we know that some slob didn't want 
to pay fees at the dump and once in a while there will be 
an old mattress or a rusted out appliance in the ditch.

The Department of 
Hiways assigned us the second section going South from 
Olds on 2A It is 3 kilometers on both sides of the Hiway, 
edge of the road to the fence line. We are supposed to pick 
it up twice a year, more often if it seems to need it. The 
Dept, of Hiways gave us bags and loaned us bright or¬ 
ange vests. We could choose our date and then leave our 
filled bags by the road for them to pick up. July 19 was 
the big day for the first cleanup and since anything in¬ 
volving Sons of Norway also involves food a barbeque 
would follow. 

About 12 of us, 6 to a side, began at the North end. We 
each carried a big orange garbage bag and a small plastic 
shopping bag. The small bag was for pop and beer cans. 
We all wore gloves and carried poke sticks, we also had 
hats, sun screen, band aids, sun glasses, water and cam¬ 
eras. We all wore bright orange vests. I never did figure 
out how to fasten mine. This was not covered in the in¬ 
struction Video. It was a lovely day for a long walk. Sunny 
but not too hot. A few cars honked and people waved but 
it was the big trucks that gave us most attention and the 
first time one blasted his air horn we were all a bit star¬ 
tled. Louise Kobberstad got off the best line of the day, 
she supposed passing drivers were saying, "who knew there 
were that many old people in jail". 

Not much wildlife on that stretch of 2A. We were ob¬ 
served by a couple of extremely haughty looking llamas 
and we scared up more mice than we really cared to get 
cosy with. We walked past some nice homes with well mani¬ 
cured lawns right to the road but mostly we plowed 
through an awful lot of clover, deep grass and sow thistle 
which made for tough walking. We didn't find many bot¬ 
tles and cans because the area is regularly patrolled by 
people who pick them up for pin money. We did find some 
interesting things, the head of a Teddy bear, a CD, a large 
garden rake, a diaper, a deck of cards, some unopened 
mail, a plastic envelope with instructions and adapter for 
attaching a frig door and a licence plate. Mostly we found 
fast food containers, boxes, pieces of tarp, cigarette pack¬ 
ages, bits of plastic and paper. It wasn’t as messy as we 
thought it would be, but it was certainly worthwhile and 
we all had a good feeling of accomplishment. Two nice 
young journalism interns from Olds papers accompanied 
us all the way and we appreciated their interest in us and 
in our project. No one got hurt or even sunburned. Next 
year we will change the plans somewhat, have 4 crews 
and meet in the middle thus saving time. The Barbeque of 
course was excellent.

Carstairs teacher using summer 
break to study in Calitornia 


Hugh Sutherland School 
teacher, Shaun McKenna, is 
on his way to Los Angeles, 
California, but instead of re¬ 
laxing on a beach, he’ll be in 
class, learning what he can 
bring back to his students. 

McKenna is attending the 
“Siggraph 2001 Educators 
Program,” a conference fo¬ 
cused on computer graphics 
and interactive techniques.

McKenna and Ron Brown 
are both Vice Principals at 
Hugh Sutherland School in 
Carstairs. Brown is excited 
about McKenna attending 
the conference. He has seen 
the work McKenna and his 
students have produced and 
is “constantly amazed” at its 
caliber. “Shaun provides im¬ 
agination and leadership,” 


commented Brown. “We 
know this opportunity will en¬ 
hance what he already offers 
at our school.”

Focus on 


the Family 

QUESTION: 1 have a lot of stress in my life and just 
don’t know how to cope with it. Any suggestions? When 
the roof caves in at your house, when your little girl gets 
the measles or your teen-ager flunks a course in school or 
your spouse gets laid off at work, how do you cope with the 
stress? 

DR. DOBSON: Your question reminds me of an old base¬ 
ball story about Bill Clem, a famous National League um¬ 
pire. 

He used to have a habit of hesitating a minute before 
signaling a ball or a strike. 

It was just a quirk of his. 

One day there was this hotshot young pitcher on the 
mound who would fire away, and Bill Clem would take his 
time calling the pitch. 

Finally, in about the sixth inning, the kid was getting 
irritated. 

He threw one crucial pitch and then just couldn’t help 
yelling, “Come on. Bill. What is it?” Clem pulled off his face 
mask, stared the kid down, and said, “It ain’t nothing ‘til I 
call it something.” 

Well, that’s kind of the way it is in life. 

We can’t stop the curve balls from coming our way, but 
we do get the privilege of deciding what to call them. You 
can determine whether a stressful time is the most horri¬ 
ble, terrible, unfair thing that ever happened to you. or 
whether it’s just another common problem that you’ll man¬ 
age to get through somehow. 

Remember also that the way you react is being watched 
carefully by your kids. If we show them that we can cope, 
they’ll also be more likely to handle their stress more eas¬ 
ily. 

QUESTION: How do you feel about “no-fault divorce” 
laws, which allow for the dissolution of marriage without 
cause? 

If one party wants out, he or she can get out. Has that 
been a good policy? 

DR. DOBSON: The concept of “no-fault divorce” was 
introduced in California in 1969, making it the first juris¬ 
diction in the Western world to radically alter its divorce 
law. In the next 15 years, every state in the U.S. adopted 
some form of no-fault legislation. The idea took the nation 
by storm. 

Statistical evidence for the past three decades verifies that 
no-fault divorce has been a disaster for the family. Accord¬ 
ing to Statistical Abstracts of the United States, the number 
of divorces in this country has increased by 279 percent 
since these laws began taking effect in 1970. The number of 
children living with a divorced parent has increased 352 
percent in that same period. 

Demographer Dr. Paul Click has predicted that one-third 
of all children will live in a stepfamily before they reach 
their 18th birthday. 

I agree with those who contend that the liberalization of 
divorce laws undermined the sanctity of the home and con¬ 
demned millions of children to a life of poverty and heart¬ 
ache. 

In essence, no-fault divorce laws have effectively nulli¬ 
fied the act of marriage, making it an unenforceable con¬ 
tract. 

A person can abandon his or her family more easily than 
that person can abrogate any other agreement that bears 
his signature. 

Of greatest concern is the welfare of the husband or wife 
who is unwillingly confronted with divorce, custody battles 
and rejection. 

That responsible individual has absolutely no power in 
the dissolution of the family. But the other spouse, even the 
person who chases after a younger playmate or a “grand 
new freedom,” is the one in charge. 

There is a lesson to be learned from this regrettable exer¬ 
cise in social engineering. 

The institution of the family is the basic unit of society 
— the ground floor on which the entire culture rests. 

If it collapses, everything of value will go down with it. 
We should never tamper with it frivolously or undermine 
its rationale for existence.

Brian Smith hasn't graduated 
from high school yet but, begin¬ 
ning m September, the Bowden 
Grandview student will be 
teaching his peers the funda¬ 
mentals of digital editing 

The 17 year old has returned 
from a three-day conference put 
on by DV Creators in Calgary, 
from June 25- DV Creators is a 
California company that devel¬ 
oped a computer editing soft¬ 
ware program called Final Cut 
Pro. Bowden Grandview School 
has the Final Cut Pro program, 
but needed someone with the ex¬ 
pertise to make full use of it. 
Brian's Principal, Bruce 
Wagner, decided Brian was the 
best candidate 

"Brian has a particular tal¬ 
ent for video technique," com¬ 
mented Wagner who was im¬ 
pressed with Brian's "excellent 
work" Wagner believed sending

Club oilers Five 
days ol Fellowship 


Looking for a way to enter¬ 
tain and enlighten your kids 
over the summer? Why not 
enroll them in a Five Day Club? 

The Five Day Club is a Child 
Evangelism Fellowship (CEF) 
initiative beginning August 
20th targeted at providing chil¬ 
dren with fun, informative ses¬ 
sions that portray stories and 
verses from the Bible, mission¬ 
ary experiences and the gospel 
according to the Evangelical Church.

Time for another action packed year of dust, dirt and the 
occasional spill as the Annual Didsbury Rodeo prepares to ride 
again August 17th and 18th at the Arena. 

Enthusiasts won’t want to miss a minute as cowboys and 
cowgirls from throughout the central Alberta region compete 
for prizes in ever - popular FCA (Foothills Cowboy Association) 
events like: Bareback, Saddle Bronc, Bull Riding, Boy’s Steer 
Riding, Calf Roping, Team Roping, and Ladies Barrel Racing. 
“We will also be holding our Mutton Busting events as well 
during the intermission,” says Ag Society Director and Rodeo 
Organizer, Craig Anderson, “...any child six-years-old and un¬ 
der is welcome to participate; male or female. We hope to at¬ 
tract quite a few youngsters again this year.” 

Anderson, who has been helping organize the Didsbury ro¬ 
deo for nearly a decade, says although it may be classified as an 
“amateur” event, the caliber of competition to easily meet pro¬ 
fessional standards. “These are cowboys who are well acquainted to the sport who are pretty 
sure of what they are doing out there....it’s really entertaining to come out and watch them 
compete.” 

Prizes awarded for top scores in each category are being provided by the Didsbury Agricul¬ 
tural Society, Foothills Cowboy Association and local business. “The community has just been 
great in helping support the rodeo here in town.

yet realize it, the Munro Hitch was created and designed by & 

Glenn Munro of Didsbury. The foresight and ingenuity behind W 

his 38-year-old invention is just one of the highlights featured 
at the Tractor Pull Competition taking place at this year's Fair |||Sy»T . k 
and Rodeo August 19th. 

"I only manufactured about 90 of them." explains Munro. 

".. but each of them was capable of pulling three times what a 

re::ular tractor could do Because the wheels worked indt pend ^^^^^jlcnn Munrn^B^p 

ently, it would be virtually impossible to get stuck too. If you ^ 
couldn’t get traction on one side, there was always the other.” 

The Munro Hitch - for those who may be unfamiliar - was a custom harnessing device used 
to connect two tractors of equal size together. The result was a combination of machinery 
and equipment classified by some as one of the first working models for a four-wheel drive. 

Although Munro has long since stopped manufacturing the apparatus, the ingenuity and 
creativity behind his invention remains a prominent feature and topic of controversy at trac¬ 
tor pulls in and around the area. 

“There are always a few skeptics out there who have to be able to see it in action before 
they believe what it is capable of, ...but it still manages to raise a few eyebrows,” says Munro 
who remembers a time when one farmer came to him to purchase the hitch to successfully 
clear a township of land by Blueberry Mountain. 

This year’s Tractor Pull will feature up to eight different weight classes of entries involv¬ 
ing small to heavy duty tractors plus a special “Slow Race” and “Novelty” category. Action 
gets underway at around noon on Sunday, August 19th in the spare lot next to the Aquatic 
Centre.

Didsburian shows Champion bull at Stampede 

Local woman's life-long passion turns Into championships at Ihe greatest outdoor show on earth.

When she was just seven 
years old, the now twenty- 
eight year-old Bobbie-Gayle 
Hosegood had saved her 
Birthday money and allow¬ 
ance. Her parents asked her 
what she wanted to buy. 

"I want to buy a cow,” she 
answered. 

Her Dad at the time was 
involved with commercial cat¬ 
tle and her cousin had Regis¬ 
tered Polled Herefords... but 
Hosegood had different plans. 

Taking her parents down to 
the neighbors where some 
Simmental's were grazing in 
the field. 

"I just loved them standing 
in the field. I liked their big 
ears.” 

She laughs at the childhood 
memory. But that decision at 
such a young age has molded 
the path that Hosegood would 
follow, showing in 4-H and 
raising her own herd. 

In 1988 she was crowned 
Simmental Princess and the 
following year was crowned 
Simmental Queen.

bury. 

Showing at the Stampede 
for ten years - Hosegood has 
been fortunate to have re¬ 
ceived several Champion fe¬ 
male titles and the Bull that 
was declared Champion this 
year was also last year's 
Champion as a yearling. 

The Simmental breed at¬ 
tracts young exhibitors into 
its fold. 

The Champion Female is 
owned by twelve year-old 
Kyle Lewis of Spruce Grove 
who was unable to show his 


purebred, instead his cousin 
Jordan Buba also of Spruce 
Grove showed the cow. 

Kyle and Jordan are fourth 
generation on the family farm. 

Kyle's great, great grandfa¬ 
ther homesteaded in Calgary 
in 1886 and went to work for 
the Eau Claire Lumber Co, in 
Edmonton in the 1920's. Kyle 
(with a little help from Grand¬ 
father 'Jack') picked the female 
out of the herd for 4-H and 
won Farm Fair in Edmonton 
with her last year. 

Jordan was pleased with the 
opportunity to show her. "I 
thought that I had a pretty 
good chance." smiled the 
youngster of her first trip to 
the Calgary show." It was a 
good experience.” 

It appears the Simmental 
breed has a very bright future 
with resources so young and 
dedicated.

In the thirty years since 
the Simmental breed was in¬ 
troduced to Canada, it has 
grown to become one of the 
most popular breeds in the 
country. They are able to con¬ 
tribute outstanding maternal 
and growth traits when 
crossed with other breeds of 
cattle and perform well in 
feedlots Ranging in color from 
solid red to solid black, the 
breed originating in Europe, 
and was originally selected to 
thrive in the harsh North 
American climate. 
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LIVESTOCK JUDGING 


While many students are kicking back and relaxing this sum¬ 
mer, close to 90 Alberta 4-H members are going to crank up the 
intensity level a few notches. 

At the 4-H -Judging program, scheduled to run August 10 to 
12, 2001 in Olds, 4-H'ers aged 16 and older from across the prov¬ 
ince will give their best efforts in assessing livestock for health 
and marketability. When it's over, the top 20 finishers will have 
earned the right to attend a higher caliber judging program of 
their choice, some of which take place as far away as Montana 
and Colorado. 

"It's competitive," explains project event coordinator Allison 
King, with Alberta Agriculture, Food and Rural Development's 4- 
H Branch. "Participants have to qualify at their club district and 
regional level to qualify for the program, so it's the cream of the 
crop in judging at this event." 

There are four spots for Alberta 4-H delegates at the Northern 
International Livestock Exhibition in Billings, Montana; four at 
the Denver, Colorado 4-H Western Round Up; one for the Denver 
Western Stock Show; eight spots at Agribition in Regina; and, 
three places for 4-H judging delegates at the Calgary Stampede 
Livestock Judging School. 

Delegates at the program will judge swine; sheep; beef and 
dairy cattle; and, both light and heavy horses. They will also be 
attending workshops. "Participants have seminars and instruc¬ 
tion first, then they begin judging. They will cover a lot of ground 
in the three days they're at the program," says King. 

The Provincial Judging program demands not only a high de¬ 
gree of judging skill and knowledge, but also requires partici¬ 
pants to build on skills, such as public speaking, gained at other 
4-H programs. "High emphasis is placed on doing proper oral 
reason presentations on 90 per cent of the classes. The delegates' 
past experience with public speaking really shines through in 
these presentations," adds King. 

There is also time to relax, as the program runs in conjunc¬ 
tion with Olds, Agriculture Society's Mountain View County Fair, 
that features chuck wagon races and grandstand shows. As well, 
organizers have scheduled a pizza party and dance for 4-H del¬ 
egates. The program, sponsored by Alberta Treasury Branches, 
wraps up with a breakfast banquet on the morning of the 12th; 
at that time the results are announced.

environment by leaching or as 
a greenhouse gas. The tech¬ 
nology developed to support 
SSM even has the potential to 
increase the efficiency of using 
a single rate, such as GPS- 
guided spraying to reduce 
overlaps of herbicide. SSM of¬ 
fers many possibilities for both 
economic and environmental 
benefits." 

There's no one formula for 
successful SSM Farmers must 
determine appropriate rates to 
suit their individual soil, cli¬ 
mate and past management 
conditions. There is an impres¬ 
sive array of tools to help with 
this task. These include Glo¬ 
bal Positioning Systems 
(GPS), Geographic Informa¬ 
tion Systems (GPS), variable 
rate controllers, software 
products and much more. 
However, fine-tuning manage¬ 
ment for SSM doesn't have to 
rely on technology. Many low- 
tech, low-cost approaches to 


Precision farming, or site 
specific management (SSM) is 
the practice of tailoring farm 
inputs according to differences 
in growing conditions within 
farm fields. It offers the poten¬ 
tial to increase the economic ef¬ 
ficiency and the environmental 
friendliness of farm input use. 

"Single rates of fertilizer are 
often over applied in certain 
areas of farm fields, such as 
eroded knolls," says Sheilah 
Nolan, research agrologist 
with Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, Ed¬ 
monton. "However, fertilizer 
may be applied at lower than 
regular rates in areas that 
don’t yield well even under the 
best conditions. Another area 
where fertilizer may be reduced, 
is at the bottom of slopes where 
soils are already high in fertil¬ 
ity. In these low areas, reduced 
fertilizer can mean reduced 
lodging as well as reduced 
chances for fertilizer loss to the 


SSM have been successful. 

To learn which tools and 
what strategies have been suc¬ 
cessful and where, Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture has been working with 
agri-business, farmers and mu¬ 
nicipalities to put together a one 
and a half day conference and 
tradeshow called Site Specific 
Management ... Keys to the Fu¬ 
ture. It is being held December 
11 and 12, 2001, at the Mayfield 
Inn in Edmonton. "Provincial, 
national and international 
speakers will cover a wide range 
of SSM-related topics - from in¬ 
formation management to on- 
farm examples of what's worked 
and what hasn't. The latest re¬ 
sults of SSM research in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan will be fea¬ 
tured. Sessions of particular in¬ 
terest to agri-businesses, pro¬ 
ducers and municipal repre¬ 
sentatives will be offered and 
continuing education units for 
the Certified Crop Advisor pro¬ 
gram will be available."

What are the disadvantages 
of e-commerce? 

- Nobody really knows how 
many consumers and busi¬ 
nesses will switch over to e-com¬ 
merce and continue to use it.

Diamondback moths a 
pest to canola 

Diamondback moths are an occasional pest in canola in 
Alberta and does not overwinter on the prairies. In early May 
or June, adult moths riding on the winds arrive from the south¬ 
ern United States. The moths arrived in Alberta early this 
year, and because of this insect, there have been reports of 
significant damage to canola right across the province into 
the Peace River country. 

"The larval stage of the diamondback moth is the damaging 
stage," says Jim Calpas provincial integrated pest management 
specialist with Alberta Agriculture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment, Edmonton. "Small green larvae hatch from eggs laid on 
the canola leaves. The larvae feed on leaf tissue and reach a 
length of 12 mm before pupating. When disturbed, the larvae 
will thrash around and bungee jump' from the leaf several 
centimeters suspended from a single silken thread. The larvae 
pupate in delicate lace-like cocoons and adults emerge from 
the cocoons in 7 to 14 days to repeat the cycle."

Rob Bell 
leads 
world 
standings

For the first time in his pro¬ 
fessional bull riding career. 
Water Valley’s Rob Bell is lead¬ 
ing the Professional Rodeo 
Cowboy’s Association world 
standings. 

Bell, the defending Canadian 
bull riding champion, is sitting 
on top the Jack Daniel’s 
leaderboard with seasonal 
earnings of $55,216 and has 
leap frogged from fourth place 
to the top of the podium. $60 
ahead of Jesse Bail, of Camp 
Crook, South Dakota. 

Bail has led the bull riding 
event throughout most of the 
season. 

During “Cowboy Christ¬ 
mas”, a two week period in the 
beginning of July, where the 
competitors have the opportu¬ 
nity of pocketing a fistful of 
money due to the number of 
major rodeos scheduled in 
Canada and the United States, 
Bell collected just over $15,000. 

His most recent victory was 
at the California Rodeo in 
Salinis, part of the Wrangler 
ProRodeo Tour. In a place 
where lightning strikes are far 
and few between. Bell exploded 
on Western Rodeo’s Lightning 
Strike Copenhagen marking 88 
points clinching the Tour win, 
his second of the summer se¬ 
ries. 

For his efforts. Bell collected 
$5,345. Bell’s other tour win 
was on July 4, 2001 at Cody 
Wyoming and he now leads the 
tour with 29 points. 

In the saddle bronc event, 
Water Valley’s Glen O'Neill 
made a jump in the world 
standings riding the rung up to 
second place with earnings of 
$96,166. 

At Salinas, O’Neil, the de¬ 
fending Canadian champion, 
marked out an 80 in the final 
round to place second pocket¬ 
ing $3,246. 

O'Neill has previously quali¬ 
fied for the Copenhagen Cup, 
emblamatic of Wrangler Pro 
Rodeo Tour supremecy and has 
rode in five National Finals 
Rodeos. 

Meanwhile, Bell has never 
rode in the Copenhagen Cup 
and has opened the chutes twice 
at the NFR. 

Last year at the NFR, 
O’Neill placed third, while Bell 
finished in seventh place.
